CoLtTKBDH, O., November 4,—The citi- 


zens of Washington Courthouse have a 
scheme for revenge which wit! probably 
not be carried out. The plan was to 
•ummou Colonel Coit, who commanded 
the regiment that ebot down the citi- 
zens of Washington Oonrthonao while 
they were trying to lynch a negro 
charged with rape. Coit and Sheriff 
Cook were to bo thrown into jail when 
they arrived dud the coroner, who seems 
to be acting with the citizens, would be- 
come oherift ex-olRcio. Then a mob 
wa§ to bo formed and Coit and Cook 
lynched. Although Coit has been sum- 
moned by the coroner as a witness, ho 
refuses to go. 


Governor McKlnley offered to protect 


him if ho would go, but Ooit refiiBed. 
Members of Ooit'a regiment have asked 
to be sent aa mi escort to him. If the 
governor refuses to send an escort, the 
men eay they will go armed as private 
citizens and protect Coit. In that case 
if ahootiug occurs they can be held and 
tried for murder. The question that 
confronts the governor is: Shall the 
aherifi elected and sworn to execute the 
law uml tliu colonel ordered ,10 his as- 
aiatanco be sacrificed for doing their 
oilicial duty? Rev. Dr. Gladden who 
denounced the mob has been threatened 
•with assassination if bo goes to Wash- 
ington Courthouse.

Bulletin of November 7tb has a epecia 
article on this subject, showing that 
buy«rs are to 1m found who are willinj 
to pay almost nny price for really lira 
-lana raisins. Among other things this

It ia Valencia raiein 
that have taken the loud in this respect 
and on several occasions during the 
present month very stiff rates have been 
obtained for the finest selected sorts 
As early as on tho 3d instant at tin 
public aiiles in Mincing lane, $15 ant 
and $15.25 were bid and paid for a few 
fancy lota in quarter boxes; followed by 
another purchase of superlatively fine 
Valencias, on tho 17tb, at $17.75, nn<3 
again, on Wednesday last, when th 
extraordinarily high figures of $20 pe 
cwt., duty paid, wore given for tw 
parcels extra choice quality—being th 
highest price ever realized in auction 
Muscatels are also commanding tbe ex 
trcme market value, and the best of th 
season so far have fetched $40 per cwt

to power, if capital comes ont of bidin 
and the spirit of enterprise and devel 
opmcnt takes the place of timidity an 
sluggishness, the party will be retaine 
in power for many years to come, or e 
long, at least, as it continues to trover 
wisely and well. The people cannc 
again be induced to abandon n part; 
which successfully governs, on trumped 
up pretests of reform, such as carrie 
the country in 1892.

No party will dare to make an onslaught 
upon the protection measure which will 
result from tbe revisions of the present 
law by tbe next Republican adminis- 
tration. It will evidently be u conserv- 
ative measure, but the principle of pro- 
tection—tbe principle upon which tbe 
McKinley bill was framed—will be fully

the Fresno county teachers' institute, 
ami the session was still more interest- 
ing and proGtablo than that of the flrat 
day, because of the fact that the differ- 
out departments had learned the nature 
and scope of the work laid out for them 
to do, and were roady to begin and carry 


The morning session, in which the 


whole institute woe assembled in one 
room, was taken up principally in lec- 
tures, the Ilrot being by Dr. Bressler of 
LOB Angeles, whose subject was: "The 
French System of Moral Training." 
Thia proved of much interest to those 
who take an interest in the somewhat 
abstract study of morality as it is 
usually laugUt in colleges. The French 
are inclined to ebapo their moial 
teachings so-newhat after the manner 
of politics in a republic—the majority 
shall rule. That is, they select those 
doctrines about which there is no dis- 
agreement among theologians of differ- 
ent religions, and take it for granted 
that what nobody disputes must ,be 
true, and those points concerning which 
there is no dispute are taught in the 
French schools as a code of morality. 


There was not a unanimity among the 


teachers in approving the soundness of 
the French method of reasoning; for it 
is well known to those who have studied 
the riae and development of truth, tbat 
the size of the majority believing a cer- 
tain thing Is no criterion at all by which

The question which you raise requires 


an examination of certain provisions of 
tho act called "purity of election law." 


Section 2 requires that within twenty- 


one days after the completion of tho olll- 
clal canvasa of the results of the elec- 
tion, each auditing committee shall file 
its Btatemcnt with a certain olllccr. In 
most instances this omcer ia the county 
clerk (Political code, section 1180). By 
the same act it is made a misdemeanor 
for such committee not to Uletmch Btatc- 


Bection S provides that every candi- 


date who is voted for at every public 
election shall, within lilteun days after 
the date ol holding such election, Ille 
"as hereinafter provided," an itemized 
statemenl to which shall be attached an 
allidavit.

It is thereinafter provided, in the 


same section, that candidates for oflico 
to be filled by the electors of tho Btate, 
or of any political division thereof

committee or candidate sliall be record- 
ed in the ollicc of the county recorder, 
and shall, after boiiix liled, become a 
public record, anil open at ail times to 
public inspection." 
It will ho noticed that the sentence 


just quoted does not require the candi- 
date to cause the statement to be record- 
ed, but simply says that it shall be re- 
corded, and as the statement lias, after 
having been filed, passed out of the con- 
trol of the candidate, and into the con- 
trol ol tho county clerk, it would seem 
to bo the duty of the county clerk to 
canee such statements to be recorded. 


We are therefore of tho opinion tbat 


it is not the intention of the act that the 
candidates shall pay for havinR their 
statements recorded, and in tbat point 
of view the expense, ii any, is a county 
charge.

by loading 
ifc with 


weights, in order to press ont all tho 
mercury which remains fluid. This is 
received in a gutter around the fitouo. 
After about 24 hours it is gently raised 
upon its edge, and in a few weeks it is 
ready to frame.—family Journal.
